A rather ancient scheme for sep- 
avating the unwary from their 
money is being worked again, both 
in the United States and Canada, 
aceordinge to a leading business 
men’s magazine. 

The plan is to insert an adver- 
tisement containing a perfectly 
simple puzzle which anyone can 
easily solve, and offer prizes for 
correct solutions. A favorite prize 
is a ‘building lot.” 

Of course, anyone who sends in 
a solution of the puzzle wins a lot, 
but he is informed that he will be 
expected to remit a small sum—in 
one case $7.75—for the deed and 
other incidental expenses connect- 
ed with the transfer of the prop- 
erty. The “lot” is very small and 
the $7.75 fees alone would net the 
seller around $200 an acre for 
some worthless land. 

So, if the ‘winner’ swallows the 
bait he is out just $7.75 for the 
privilege of working the puzzle, 
while his name is passed on to oth- 
ey swindlers as that of an easy 
mark. 

There are many perfectly legiti- 
mate prize offers advertised in 
various periodicals, but those which 
require a payment of cash before 
the prize is delivered are generally 
fraudulent and should be shunned.

Farm Crops In Need Of 
A Good Square Meal 


The simple fact that even with 
cotton and corn nothing will take 
the place of a good square meal 
accounts for the great need of 
side-dressing throughout the South 
this year. 

Reports from every section show 
there has been a material drop in 
the fertilizer customarily used ?t} 
planting, Unless crops receive a 
side-dressing of quick-action nitro- 
ven during the next few weeks, 
acre yields are bound to be low. 
Low acre yields mean higher costs} 
per unit which will make it diffi- 
cult for farmers to show a profit 
at present prices. 

Southern agricultural leaders 
are unanimous in the opinion that] 
it will pay to side-dress this year. 
A summary of their recent state- 
ments show that, in view of the 
light application of fertilizer un- 
der the crop as well as the extreme 
importance of making high acre 
yields, cotton and corn should be 
liberally side-dressed with quick- 
acting nitrogen. Assuming a rea- 
sonably favorable season, this prac- 
tice will pay on cotton and corn, 


even at present prices. 

The most effective time to side- 
dress cotton and corn is about 45 
days after planting, The fertiliz- 
er should be put out on cotton af- 
ter chopping and before squaring, 
and on corn when the plants are 
knee-high,

“Human Guinea Pigs’ Swallow Toy 


Balloons To 


In Food Facts Quest 


AMILTON, N. Y., (Special) — 

“You can take or leave your} 
spinach but when it comes to a} 
slice of cake, or after-dinner candy, 
don’t leave if.” 

This advice comes direct from 
the psychological laboratories of 
Colgate University where ten stu- 
dents have been swallowing toy bal- 
loons for the past seven months 
as part of a series of experiments | 
to determine whether we should 
eat the things we like. 

Records obtained by the balloon 
method, according to Dr. Donald A. 
Laird, director of the laboratories, 
emphasize the importance of sweet 
foods in the diet. Dr. Laird even 
goes a step further. He concludes 
that two desserts, instead of one, 
will go a long way toward setting 
up a perfect digestive process, and 
will aid in the digestion of heavier 
foods such as meats, vegetables, 


“Some months ago,” Dr. Laird 
said, ‘we undertook an investiga- 
tion to discover whether the psy-} 
chology and physiology of eating 
were not of equal importance in the 
field of nutrition. 

“Much has been said and writ- 
ten on the physiological side about 
the vitamins and proteins, but from 
the psychological angle, the nat- 
ural, perhaps unconscious, revulsion 
of feeling that accompanies the 
enforced eating of foods we do not 
really care for but eat because 
‘they are good for us’, there has 
been little done in the way of in- 
vestigation. 


Sweets Aid Digestion 


“Tests were made on a picked 
group of Colgate students who were 
employed to act as ‘human guinea 
pigs’ and records were obtained of 
the flow of saliva, emotional reac: 
tions as indicated by breathing, 
stomach contractions and the flow 
of gastric juices. 

“Test meals were fed to the stu- 
dents and analyses made of the 
contents of the stomach at frequent 
intervals.

“The data obtained from the 
measurement of the gastric juices 
is perhaps the most sensational be- 
cause it can be more easily trans- 
lated into conclusions of benefit to 
everyone, Salty tastes, it was 
found, stimulate to a slight degree 
the gastric flow, while bitter or 
sour tastes have no effect. Sweet 
tastes are .by far the greatest 
stimulators of these juices, a plenti-

good digestion.” Dr. Laird said 
that chocolate bar was found to 
have the most marked effect. 
Using a chart to illustrate his 
point, Dr. Laird explained how the 
gastric flow begins as soon as the 
first taste of food reaches the 
mouth, increasing steadily until 
within about one hour after dinner

Investigation to Continue 


Dr. Laird was assisted in his ex- 
periments by Cameron Farquhar 
and Fletcher C. Waller on stomach 
contractions, Wayne G. Benedict, 
Jr., on flow of saliva, and Francis I. 
Tomlins on gastric secretions, this 
latter phase being under the Super- 
vision of Byron S. West, M.D. Al- 
together about ten students doing 
advanced work in the laboratory 
were engaged in gathering data 
from the “human guinea pigs.” 

The investigation, Dr, Laird 
stated, will be continued in an effort 
to unearth further data to substan- 
tiate his theory that sherbets, des-
